Thk Soldirks ’ Shelter Tent," as Used 
ur thk French — N*x; to scarcity or rations, 
the greatest inconvenience to which ihe soldier is 
exposed in active campaign is separation from the 
ten's and bagguge wagons. ExpoRurs to wet a n d 
night dews is gteiter-ri enemy. Sickness de- 
stroys more soldiers than do the ballets of tha 
foe. The soldiers, however, should always lie in 
a condition to encamp at any moment, upon any 
ground, and at the same time be protected from 
rain and dew. Experience has taught Ibe French 
soldier to accomplish this in a great measure. 
The means were first employed by him in Africa, 
and l believe were first suggested by Marshal 
Bugeaud, -urnamed “f Am* du HolJat ,” the sol- 
dier's friend I wou*d suggest the contrivance 
as one which should i>e adop’rd by our troops 
Like the French soldier, the American one should 
never he without it in camnaign. Tbe blanket 
alone does not suffice India rubber goods are 
too heavy to be added to the kit. 

The contrivance I allude to is extremely sim- 
ple — is known to every sportsman, and is ex- 
t.e:nelv light and cheap. It* cost ne?d not ex - 
c ed thirty cents It is called by th« French the 
terde d’tib'-i, or shell er- tent. Every French foot 
soldier carries it. The additional weight to his 
i “kit” is not over two pounds. This little tent

Each soldier carries, al-'o, a strip of thick cotton

feet long. The French carry shorter strip?, inas- 
1 much as t heir average stature is less than ours. 

! 1 be-c strip? have strings or buttons dawn th» 
centre, allowing them to be tied together and 
overlap, farming a roof f..ur feet six inches wide. 
At the end of these strips nre hole? muds round to 
fit on the stick, and a string to tie them thereto. 
The stick* are sharpen, d at the end so tha r they 
m iv be ?tu<k more firmly into the ground. When 
the soldier? encamp thev place these four sticks 
in the earth, and stre'ch the cotton cloih over 
them, inserting the 6 ick? in 'lie holes or tie ng 
them by the strings. Under this cor ton roof they 
stretch their blankets (the French do not always 
carry blankets, however), nnd 'he little tent af 
fords shelter for tbe men and their arms at night, 
two soldiers occupying one tent. The tent thus 
fixed is about two fret high. Theknapaack serves 
for a pillow. In wet weather the end of the lit tie 
cotton roof cf tbe “UDte d abri" over the fret 
should be lower than the part over the soldier’s 
head — thus forming a ebed for the rain to run off. 
Nome soldiers carry an additional narrow strip of 
cloth — each soldier carrying half cf the whole 
strip, in order to form aides to the tent. This is 
not imlis[»-nsahle, ho* ever, but it adds to com- 
fort. A Fr-nch regiment will encamp by tbe 
above means in about a quarter of an hour. A 
certain number fix tbe tests, tbe others li^ht fires, 
put the cooking p its over the fives, and p-epire 
the supper, and the w h le regiment is in otder for 
the night in an incredibly short space of time. 
French soldiers are he best campaigners, for they 
are taught to he sufficient unto themselves. Ihe 
a‘ ove little shelter tents are the sleeping places 
of the8oldier* in the absence of the large tenta, 
at d suffice until the tiag^age wagon? come up 
1 have seen the French soldiers in. campaign, 
and have ob>erved tbe superiority of their equip 
rnent? and arrangements for cooking. I purpose 
hereafter to point out the defect of the clothing, 
tin canteen, knapsack, ami co< king apparatus of 
our troops. It is espei iaily in the cr* king stoves 
that the military culinary department of our 
soldier is at f>ult. As to ihe dross of our men, it 
is in many respects most inconvenient; bot there 
is a strong tendency among our people to iiuita e 
the parade lo-k of the English soldier. It is a 
mistake. The English, as the London Times once 
proparly observed, while they tight with “the 
un utored courage of ihe race, ” know but little 
of the art of war Let us not imitate tbeir d >g- 
ged adherence to old customs and prejudice*.

use of a g-ntle and tractable horse and mule, at d 
j approaching as near the deer as can conveniently 
j be done withou* giving an alarm (about three 
hundred yard?); the hunter then dismount*, a f - 
taches one end of his whipping srick, or other 
• small red, to thb bridle- bit by nootns of a string; he 
I them take? the opposite end of tire rod in one hand, 
i bis ritli in the other, and, placing himself i.e r 
; his horse’s shoulder on the oppo.-ire side from the 
deer, so as to be screened from their observation 
by the horse he moves off very slowly in a di- 
! rection not directly toward the game, but so as 
to pass within a desirable rifk— r»nge, and upon 
| tbe lee side. YY'ith the stick he is eiiablea to 
! guide hi-* horse, stop h*ra, or turn him in any di- 
1 rection he may desire. In this manner he pro- 
j ceeds in a slow walk, carefully covering hiiuseif 
behind the horse, and grtAuaily bearing toward 
I the deer.

When he di-cov.rs a herd, and has 
approached as near as he can be without disturb- 
ing them, he seats himself upon tbe hide, and 
without i- peaking or making any other noise, 
dirfC’s the team with hi* whip toward the game.

CvTln 1854 we for the first time visited Mem 
phis. We were received with such honors as 
we were not vain enough to think we deserved. 

A public dinner was tendered to us and ac 
c 'pled. The best and most distinguished cit- 
izens of Memphis and of the surroundirg 
country attended it. We were overwhelmed 
with complimentary speeches and toasts from 
men of all parties. In the little speech that 
was of course expected of us, we alluded to 
the great changes which had taken place in 
our relations with old political friends and old 
political opponents during the twenty-four or 
twenty- five years we had been in editorial life, 
and we ventured to suggest, improbable as 
euch a thiug then seemed to us, that perha]w 
similar changes would occur to us in what w^ 
then the future. 

Since that time we have repeatedly visited 
Memphis and always been received with a 
hearty cordiality most gratifying and most 
flattering to us. We have thought that there 
was no city in the United States, where, in 
proportion to population, we had a greater 
number of ardent friends. One of the changes, 
however, which, seven years ago, we alluded 
to as possible, lias at last taken place. Wo 
arc a Union mau, but Memphis has become a 
secession' city. We have held steadily on, 
following the guidance of the spirit that con- 
trolled us in 1854, but Memphis has surren- 
dered herself up to the fierce and bitter spirit 
of disunion. Her men seem to have changed 
their whole natures. They have given way 
to madness. Insane fury appears to possess 
their souls. They tolerate a tyranny, a 
despotism in their midst, and they glory in 
upholding it. They are under the remorse- 
less government of an irresponsible little mob, 
calling itself a Vigilance Committee. All 
their affairs arc controlled by that Committee. 
It is for the Committee to say who may live 
in the city and who may not, what newspapers 
tho people may be permitted to receive and 
what ones must be banned and barred from the 
city limits, wluit steamboat cargoes must be 
confiscated and what ones may be allowed to 
pass, who must be imprisoned, who whipped, 
who have his head shaved, who bc«tarrcd and 
feathered, and who hung. 

This Memphis Committee of Vigilance or 
Committee of Safety has issued an edict against 
the circulation of the Louisville Journal in that 
place, ordering that all copies of it, arriving 
there by mail, shall, instead of being delivered 
in obedience to tho postofficc laws to the per- 
sons they arc directed to, be returned to us. 
Now we call upon the Bostoffice Department, 
if the people of Memphis slavishly permit this 
thiug to be done, to cut them off from all mail 
facilities utterly and at once. As a free citizen 
of the United States, we have a right to de- 
mand that an outrage perpetrated upon our 
rights shall bo redressed so far as the punish- 
ment of its perpetrators and those who coun 
tenance or tolerate them can constitute redress. 
No person can be fool enough to charge 
that the Louisville Journal is in any just sense 
nil incendiary sheet. The worst enemy 
it ha9 on earth cannot allege that it 
ever contains anything tending to excite ser- 
vile insurrections or to undermine the founda- 
tions of morality and civil society. No man 
in Memphis can deny that it speaks in as lofty 
a tone and is conducted upon as exalted prin- 
ciples as any paper in that city. No one w ill 
say that it has not deserved and won as large 
aud extended a share of a nation's regard and 
admiration as any paper in our Western land. 
If it ever inflames men’s minds, it inflames 
them legitimately and properly — inflames them 
against those men, and those only, who, with 
sacrilegious hands, would demolish the sacred 
ark of American freedom. 

Deeply as we scorn the miserable edict di- 
rected against ns by the little Memphis mob 
we have the consolation of being able to regard 
it as the highest compliment ever paid to us in 
a city where we have been so often and so 
handsomely complimented It shows that the 
power and influence of the Louisville Journal 
are so deeply felt that the advocates of dis- 
union, w hen struggling for the popular vote in 
favor of their dark and destructive policy, feel 
the necessity of shutting our paper out from 
the eyes of thtir people by violence. The 
Memphis Appeal, a most bitter disunion organ, 
whilst announcing with exultation the exclu- 
sion of the Journal from Memphis, proclaims 
that ‘ ‘papers of more flagitious character are 
allowed to be exhibited for sale with perfect 
impunity;’* and Burcly this is an unequivocal 
admission that the political power of the Jour- 
nal, and ihat alone, has caused the paper to 
be proscribed by the miserable little self-consti- 
tuted committee of eighteen or twenty traitors, 
(i rateful as we have ever been to the people 
of Memphis, deeply as ve have appreciated all 
their kindness, we must sav, that, if they are 
poor spirited enough to submit to this thing, 
mean spirited enough to leave the control of 
their reading to the censorship of a committee, 
and especially such a committee, we shall 
blush to remember that wc \hcrc ever the re- 
cipient of their hospitality. 

Throughout tho whole State of Tennessee, 
the mockery of submitting the ordinance of 
secession to the popular vote is perfectly atro- 
cious. It is an insult to human uaturc. The 
Legislature, in secret session, without wait- 
ing for the people to vote upon the ordinance 
of secession or even to read it, proceeded at 
once, without even the pretense of popular 
authority or any other authority, to place the 
whole power and military resources of tho 
State at the disposal of the Southern Confede- 
racy and invited the armies of that Confede- 
racy uj>on Tenncsaco soil, thus putting it out of 
tho power of tho Tennessee people to exercise, 
through tho ballot-box or in any other way, 
the slightest discretion or liberty of choice in 
deciding whether their State should or should 
not come under the Southern Government. 
And, ever since the passage of the secession 
ordinance by the Legislature, the disunion 
leaders have been raising troops by thousands 
and tens of thousands, marshalling them under 
the Southern Confederacy’s service, and levy- 
ing for their support monstrous rates of taxa- 
tion upon the people without the authority or 
even the form or pretext of law. Of course 
it is obvious, that, under such circumstances, 
the popular vote, so called, upon the ordi- 
nance, can have no meaning or significance in 
the world; yet the leaders, for the poor sake 
of appearances, are determined to have a vote, 
or what they propose to call a vote, in 
their favor. Hence by the machinery of 
scores and hundreds of miniature mobs 
or vigilance committees, they are industriously 
expelling, night and day, thousands of true 
and bold Union men from all parts of the 
State. Hence they are muzzling the mouths 
of their editors or compelling them to trample 
upon their own convictions and their own self- 
respect and to become the shameless advocates 
of disunion. Hence they are holding public 
meetings and giving notice to those noble 
champions of the country who have hitherto 
swayed and moulded the public mind, that, if 
they dare to make a speech for the Union, 
their lives shall instantly pay the penalty. 
Hence they are suppressing the drt\iL.U^z .5 
a faithful and fearless newspaper organ of 
Unionism, in their dread cf -ae effect cf ;;s 
•j-gumente ccf appeals -pos -no circle c: 
their wronged and insulted fellow citizens. 
And hence they are everywhere proclaiming 
and publishing their resolution that every 
voter, on going to the polls, shall expos* to 



tne bystanders what is writen upon his ballot, 
the plan being to beat or raaitn or kill all who 
shall have the audacity to vote for the Union. 
Wc have soen scores of the best men of Ten- 
nesson within tho last few dAjs, and they all 
bear witness, that, in their belief, the reign of 
terror dow raging and maddening in that 
State has had no parallel in modern history. 
There is less of personal freedom, there is 
more of atrocious and horrible tyranny, in 
Tennessee, at this time than could be found 
under the worst and most wretched Govern- 
ments of Asia or of the savage islands of the 
sea. 

Unquestionably in the condition of things 
that now exists, such of the people of Tennes- 
see as are loyal, cDjoying no protection and 
experiencing only oppression from the hands of 
their State government, have just claims to be 
protected in their rights by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Yielding a willing allegiance to 
that Government, they have a right to expect 
to be sustained by it, for they are not more cit- 
izens of Tennessee than they arc citizens of 
the United States. How far the Government 
at Washington is prepared to accord the pro- 
tectioi , which, under the Constitution, it 
owes to them, we cannot sav, for the circum- 
stances of the whole country are at the present 
time extraordinary. But certainly no well- 
informed and just man can hesitate to say, 
that, however great or however little mignt be 
tho virtue and force of an ordinance of seces- 
sion fairly and legitimately adopted by a ma- 
jority of the free voters of a State, the vote 
about to be given upon the Tennessee ordi- 
nance should be treated as a nullity, a noth- 
ing, by the Federal Government and by all 
mankind — treated as not affecting in any way 
or in the the sliahtest degree the right and the 
duties either of the Government at Washing- 
ton or of the Tennessee people. 

Fallow-citizens of Kentucky! the disunion 
leaders in the mid-»t of us are using all their 
guilty and desperate energies to make Ken- 
tucky what Tennessee is. Say to every fiend 
of them — ‘‘Get thee behind me, Satan”! 



To the Tauacco Planters of Kentucky. 
Much apprehension seems to exist in the to- 
bacco growing portions of Kentucky that slave 
labor will be exterminated and our great staple 
ruined if the State remains in the Union and 
continues loyal to the Federal Government. 
Within the past few weeks we have noticed, in 
nearly all our local newspapers, especially 
those in the secession interest, urgent advice 
to our farmers to abandon the tobacco crop 
this year and devote all their soil and labor to 
raising breadstuff* and meats. Now the want 
of wisdom in this counsel may readily be seen 
by a consideration of the following facts: 

The tobacco planters of Kentucky will have 
no competition this year or next from their 
most formidable rival, Virginia. She is effec- 
tually driven from the field. Convulsed with 
an intestine war which will most probably di- 
vide the State, and overrun by the armies of 
the United States and of tho Confederate 
States, it will be utterly impossible for her 
planters to raise anything except provisions 
and breadstuff*. The immense consumption 
of provisions attending the presence of vast 
bodies of non-producers will make the raising 
of any product, save those which arc absolutely 
necessary, wholly im|»o8siblc. But even if to- 
bacco were raised in Virgiuia, it could not be 
cx|>ortcd under the rigorous and vigilaut block- 
ade which is now shutting her ports in common 
with those of all the other Confederate States. 
The tobacco trade of Virginia is annihilated for 
two years at all events , and the entire business 
of supplying the immense home and foreign de- 
mand becomes the LUCRATIVE MONOPO- 
LY OF KENTUCKY. Next look at the grand 
avenue of trade which 0 ]>ens to its. Mary- 
land continues and will continue loyal to the 
Federal Government, and of course there will be 
no such restriction thrown around the commerce 
of Baltimore as now clutches with a death grip 
the ports of Virginia and of New Orleans. Wc 
will exchange New Orleans for Baltimore and 
New York. There must of necessity follow an 
enormous andvanco in the price of tobacco, 
and we see no reason to doubt that it will reach 
lo $15 and $20 per hundred. One condition 
only is necessary for us to realize the immense 
benefits of the trade, and that is, that we con- 
tinue true to the Union, tendering a deaf car 
to the entreaties, and, if need be, Armed re- 
sistance to the threats of those who would lead 
us over the thorny aud rugged road of seces- 
sion, civil war, and anarchy, to inevitable per- 
dition — a perdition without excuse and without 
redemption. Let the Txruisville and Nashville 
railroad , with branches which can readily and 
speedily be built t even as military necessities , be 
henceforward the route of Southern Kentucky to 
her tobacco markets. 

If wo remain faithful to a flag which never 
yet has been unwilling or uuable to float in 
splendid triumph as an invincible protection 
over all who bear the proud name of American 
citizen, we shall be not only true to our high 
and solemn obligations as patriots, but, while 
other bad or misguided men are reaping the 
desolating whirlwind of ruin from the harvest 
of rebellion which they have sown, we shall 
gather a harvest of agricultural and commer- 
cial prosperity. Iu addition to all this the 
pecuniary interest of slavery in Kentucky will 
be immensely strengthened, slaves will increase 
greatly in value, and the tenure of that pros- 
perity which is now worthless in the seceded 
States will be more secure than it has been 
since the foundation of our government. 

Of course we do not mean to deny that our 
State must, to some extent, feel the evil in- 
fluences of the distresses brought upon the 
neighboring States by their own fatuity and 
madness, but most certainly if she shall, by ad 
hesion to a prudent and wise policy, keep 
peace and jjuiet within her borders while all 
around is war and strife, the ills that she may 
experience from tho general agitations and 
convulsions of the country will, to her, be 
largely intermingled with the elements of pros- 
perity. She will be au oasis in a bloody 
desert. 



Interesting — Last Thursday, that is, just 
one week ago, a highly respectable young gen- 
tleman, a near relative of Gov. Harris of Ten- 
nessee, said that Gov. Harris had received 
from Gov. Magoffin, of Kentucky, assurance 
of permission to occupy Columbus, Ky., with 
Tennessee troops. Furthermore, the young 
man said that Gov. Harris, even if Gov. Ma- 
goffin's consent were wanting, would not hesi- 
tate to occupy Columbus on his own and Ten- 
nessee's responsibility. 

We presume we do our duty in calling Gov. 
Magoffin’s attention to this matter. If he has 
given any such promise as is imputed to him by 
Gov. Harris’s relative, let him break it as 
promptly as he over broke any promise in all 
his life. And, if he finds that Gov. Harris 
intends to occupy Kentucky soil at all haz- 
ards, let him take instant and vigorous meas- 
ures to vindicate Kentucky honor, or Ken- 
tucky will vindicate her own honor without 
consulting him. 

Evidently there is imminent danger of 
trouble, serious and fatal trouble, at Columbus 
and in its vicinity. The authorities of our 
State certainly know this, and they will be 
without excuse if they omit to guard against a 
collision by every means in their power. We 
have not given the slightest confidence to the 
declarations of various disunion organs and 
letter-writers, that the troops of the U. S. 
Government contemplated an irruption into 
Columbus, but, if our State, false to all her 
obligations, were to permit a Tennessee army 
to take quiet possession of that point, the ter- 
minus of the great railroad between the Mis- 
sissippi liver and the Gulf, we of course can- 
not nndertake to say that the Federal Govern- 
ment, acting upon the eternal principle of self- 
defence, would not feel itself authorized to 
meet and encounter its enemy there. Ken- 
tucky’s only safety is in the path, to which the 
finger of duty points, the path of strict neu- 
trality. Let her depart from it or suffer her- 
self to be dragged from it, and she is lost. 

As a further indication of the movements in 
Tennessee, looking to an invasion of Ken- 
tucky soil from that State, we give the follow- 
ing letter from an entirely reliable gentleman 
in the Southern part of Kentucky. We have 
heard daily, for some time past, of the Ten- 
nessee encampments upon the railroad near the 
Kentucky border. We hope that Tennessee is 
not frowning at Kentucky, but, if she is, she 
will probably get frown for frown — at the least. 
We like you very well, Tennessee, but we like 
you best when you attend to your own business: 
To the Editors of the Ijouisville Journal: 

May 20, 18G1. 

I give you a few items of information which I 
deem reliable and may be of service to you and to 
the cause of the Union. Troops are already sta- 
tioned, and the numliers are augmenting, near the 
Kentucky line at Fountain Head, at Springfield, 
and at Mitclielville. Some 10.000 troupe or more 
are contemplated to be located at tb***e points. 
These places are in Tennessee and within a few 
miles of the line, and the troops are under the or- 
ders of the Davis Government. This information 
is from Mr. Carter, of Nashville, the old stage 
contractor, who is a secessionist. It is corroborated 
by oi hers and is reliable. This move, it is said by 
secessionists here, is to act against Kentucky and 
her Union men in the event the United States 
army should enter the State, or the Union men 
in i he State should make a forcible demonstra- 
tion to retain the State in the Union. No doubt 
but that Tennessee will concentrate, and is now 
actually engaged in concentrating, *a large army 
on our Southern bolder for au unfriendly purpose. 
Look to it. 

Hie Davis government has had an agent here 
during the last week drumming through the 
county to purchase horses, hut he had nothing 
but Tennessee money to pay, and our people were 
too sharp to take tucb worthless rags for their 
stock; and the result was Le got only fifteen 
horses of the one hundred he wanted, although 
an abundance of horses were offered for good 
money. 



fSpGov. Magoffin has issued his proclama- 
tion, forbidding tho U. S. Government to oc- 
cupy any port, post, or place within the limits 
of Kentucky. Dear ami patriotic Governor, 
it becomes our painful duty, as a tall sentinel 
upon the watch-tower, to announce to your Ex- 
cellency that the Government, in open defiance 
of your solemn notification, still continues, 
strange as it may seem, to occupy and hold the 
Custom House and the Post-office in this city.

Tns Missouri Reign op Terror —The 
Keokuk Gate City gives the following items of 
intelligence: 

On Saturday last some six families arrived in 
this place, having fled from near Memphis, Mo. 
They report that some thirty-two famdies in all 
have left that neighborhood within the last two 
weeks, and are now seeking places between here 
and Farmington. . . . 

They were compelled to leave with such prop- 
erty, stock, etc., as they could bring with them, 
most of them leaving growing crops in the 
ground. Our informant said that he and soma of 
his neighbors were warned to leave by secession- 
ists, wlio were armed to the teeth, while he aud 
his friends had uo arms at all. 

The six families here were seeking houses for 
shelter, and we were glad to see that our citizens 
were disposed to aid and assist them all in their 
power. We hope they have by this time found 
shelter for themselves. 

We yesterday mentioned the driving out of 
sixty families from Macon City. Such things 
are going on everywhere throughout the whole 
State of Missouri. The secessionists of the 
State are banishing men, women, and children 
by thousands. Remorseless fury alone bears 
sway. The State Government gives no pro- 
tection; it authorizes the persecution and is at 
the head of it. Under these circumstances the 
United States Government is solemnly bound 
to give protection. It is doing this to some 
extent, but it should, if possible, infuse moro 
vigor into its work. 

We would have the people of Missouri vote 
as they please upon the ordinance of secession 
if any such ordinance shall be submitted to 
popular suffrage in their State; but, if tho citi- 
zens of Missouri, who are also citizens of the 
United Slates, arc denied the rights of freemen 
and robbed of their property and subjected to 
bodily outrages and driven from their homes, 
we would have the United States Government 
either protect them or throw up its functions 
altogether and die.

Perhaps we are a little “afraid of the State 
Guard,” as matters now stand, for we can’t 
think there is much safety in reposing the mil- 
itary power of the State in the hands of an 
organization whose members decline pledging 
themselves to support the Constitution of the 
United States and are avowedly in favor of 
disunion.

The Senate held an afternoon session yesterday 
and passed a Military Bill as reported from a Se- 
lect Committee. I do not anticipate that it will 
ever became a law for it has manj' very objection- 
able features and is indeed the most crude 
and unsatisfactory proposition I have yet seen. 

If it were operative, we should have civil 
war here in less thin a month, for it would 
fortify the Governor in all the positions of 
his Proclamation, as one of its sections pro- 
vides that it shall not be construed to author- 
ize the Military (Commissioners, or any military 
organization of the State, to use arms and muni- 
tions purchased under the act, or those already 
belonging to the State, against the government 
of the United States or against the government 
of the Confederate States, unless in protecting 
our soil from unlawful invasion. The scope of 
the Magoffia Proclamation is such that he may 
regard it as unlawful invasion for Dr. Colescott to 
take his place as physician to the Marine Hospital, 
or Mr. Speed to enter the Postoffice building, for 
it forbids anv movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tuckv for any purpose whatever by the forces of 
the Federal or Confederate States, and the Gov- 
ernor is to be the solo judge and arbiter of the 
time, manner, and occasion for assuring “the ar- 
mor and attitude pfesented by the paramount and 
supreme hand of self-defence.” What be may 
regard as invasion, others may regard as a right- 
ful exercise of powers, and what he considers “an 
unlawful invasion” may be the assertion of the 
federal government to quarter its troops at New- 
port Barracks or keep its invalid soldiers at llar- 
rodsburg. Vague as is the language of the Gov- 
ernor’s Proclamation, it is fully equalled by thi* 
section of the militia bill which passed the Set - 
ate yesterday. If it was adopted, and I presume 
it was, as a compromise, it has compromised away 
everything which renders an arming of the State 
safe or necessary. It has been so hastily drawn 
that it is as full of defects as a cullender is of 
holes, and it wonld prove inoperative from its 
very errors of omission and commission. It gives 
a Board of Commissioners authority to borrow 
$1,060,000, of which $750,000 are to be expended 
for arms and equipments. It provides for the 
erection of powder mills, and for tbe organization 
of companies of Home Guards, but leaves them 
without any legal sanction or protection, and 
takes away the great conservative feature of the 
House bill, which constitutes them from the heads 
of families and housekeepers; nor does it provide 
for l heir arrangement into battalions and regi- 
ments. Each company would be an independent 
corps without having any logal duties assigned to 
to it, and with no authority given to it to act at 
all, though the arms purchased are to be divided 
between the State Guard and the Home Guaid, 
equally. The whole effect of this bill would be 
to arm companies, without any concert of action 
between them, and without having even the du 
ties of a local police assigned to them. It is 
singularly defective in its provisions to come from 
a Kentucky Senate. 

The chief matter of debate during the afternoon 
was on the proposition to compel all the members 
of the State Guard to take tbe same oath which, 
by law, is prescribed to their officers — that is, to 
support the Constitution of the United States and 
of tbe State of Kentucky. Senator Glenn took 
the ground that it was not necessary for the sol 
diers to be sworn, as they were under the orders 
of their officers, and that it was humiliating to a 
true son of Kentucky to have to lie sworn to do 
his duty. Senator Rust said if it was to be 
understood by supporting the Constitution of 
the Uaited States that we owed allegiance to 
Lincoln, he was opposed to it. Senator Pennvba- 
ker, in reply, stated that in 1832, when trouble 
was apprehended by that “mi del President,” 
Gen. Jack3on, he caused all the officers of the 
armv and navy to renew their oaths of fidelity to 
the United States, and tho veterans, Scott and 
Stewart, cheerfully submitted to the requirement; 
all tbe soldiers who entered the army were 
also required to tuke tbe oath. And 
then, too, all the true sons of Kentucky who 
carried that old fl ig through the Mexican war, 
which now remains an honored trophy in the Li- 
brary here at tbe State capital, tattered with 
bullets, were so sworn. Senator P. said that he 
himself had taken the oath of allegiance both as 
a private aud as au officer, and he felt it no hu 
miliation to renew bis pledge of fidelity to his 
country and its stars and stripes, and that no true 
and loyal son to Kentucky o>ald object to taking 
! it. The State Guard, be said, had been charged 
j with secession proclivities and disloyalty, but he 
had always defended them against such charges, 
and, as he believed they could not be sustained, 
be was still willing to defend them, and he did 
not believe that any of them would decline tbe 
oath to support the Constitution of the United 
States and of the State of Kentucky. lie had, 
since the organization of the State Guard, looked 
to it as the true conservator of the peace of Ken- 
tucky in times ef trouble; and it was to the j-onng 
men of the State, who were mustered into its 
ranks, that we had a right to look, and must 
look f in those times of trouble for defence. 

In the House this morning, the military bill, 
ordered to its third reading at ten minutes after 
ten o’clock, was taken up. Mr. Gaither moved 
an amendment, by way of engrossed rider, to the 
effect that the arms thus procured shall not be 
used against the Government of the United States 
or tho Confederate States, unless for tbe protec 
tion of the soil, rights, and sovereignty of the 
S ate from invasion or occupation by either of 
the belligerent parties or any State; it being 
understood that they are to be used in strict self- 
defence, and that alone. This was rejected by 46 
to 13. Tbo question then caine up on tbe passage 
of tbo bill, which, on account of its appropriating 
more than one hundred dollars, requires a clear 
majority of tbe votes of all tbe memliers elect, 
and it was defeated by 48 y«as to 42 nays. The 
votes of Messrs. Croxton, Merriwetber, and 
G iger, were in the negative, when it was in 
the power of these three to have passed the bill, 
by making the affirmative vote 51. The full re- 
sponsibility of the defeat of this bill rests with 
the secessionists. 

Mr. Lannot^ moved to suspend the rules for the 
introduction of a resolution affirming that tbe 
Governor's Proclamation of tho 20th exhibits the 
true positiou which Kentucky should occupy and 
pledging to the executive the legislative support 



ment&ry l.w and dodde what should b« don. in 
the premises. 

1 he Senate bill to arm the State came up in 
order and the action of the nouse fully justified 
my remarks on the opening of this letter, for the 
hill found favor with no party. Mr. Burnam 
moved to amend it materially. Mr. Machen offered 
an entire substitute, and Mr. Johnson offered 
some propositions concerning the financial por- 
tions of it. The previous question was called 
and seconded, but afterwards reconsidered. The 
hill and all the amendments were then ordered to be 
printed and made the special order for to-morrow. 

I am not able to particularize the various changes 
that are proposed, but it seems clear to mo that 
this will be the last chance to get any bill to arm 
the State passed, for tbe secessionists seem deter- 
mined to defeat all plans if they are not com- 
pletely satisfactorily to them, and there must be 
fifty-one votes to pass a bill. 

In tho Senate this morning, Senator Andrews, 
from the Committee on Military Affairs, asked to 
be discharged from the further consideration of 
the petition of the citizens of Paducah for appro- 
priations to build forts and fortifications at that 
p^nt. Senator Johnson said that the Southern 
Rights party was bound hand and foot, that Ken- 
tucky would soon be blocka^pd by tbe United 
States forces at Hickman, Paducah, and Louis- 
ville, and thut there were no arms to resist it; 
that he knew the Southern Rights men were in a 
minority and that they must yield. Senator 
W hitaker in reply thought the Committee ought 
to be di*cbarged; that there were other places as 
much exposed as Paducah and as much entitled 
to protection, and the best protection was to ob- 
serve a strict loyalty and allegiance to our 
National Government. If we preserve this, we 
shall never be molested, and therefore shall have 
no occasion to erect forts or buy arms. The 
Government that has always protected us is able 
and willing still to do so. The Union men of the 
State ace for peace, and if civil war is brought on 
us it will be by the secessionists. The Governor 
has issued his proclamation calling on persons to 
desist and abstain from all hostile acts. This is a 
new conviction of duty that we herald as the 
forerunner, perhaps, of a better observance of tbe 
Constitution on his part. But Mr. W. called the 
attention of the Governor and of tbe Senate to 
the fact that, in defiance of this proclamation, in 
defiance of the expressed will of the L-gislature, 
armed men are leaving this State to engage in 
war against the Federal Government; men have 
left and are now in arms against the United 
States, and the public prints and reliable infor- 
mation show that more men will leave this State 
from the vicinity of the Senator from McCracken 
(Mr. J.) to-morrow. Does he expect the United 
Stales Government to tolerate this? The South 
ern Rights men cry for peso while they aredoing 
all they can to break it. The Governor issues his 
proclamation for neutrality, but takes no steps to 
pre.^erve it. Again he said we can preserve 
peace, but it must be done by other means than 
permitting nen to go from the State to war with 
our Government. We ask this Senate to pre 
serve the neutrality of the State within the 
declaration of her public men, and we 
warn the secessionists not to precipitate 
us into war by conniving at and countenanc- 
ing the raising and sending of troops from 
our State to war on the Government at Wash- 
ington. We do not intend to be forced from the 
Union. We have rights here as well as the 
Southern Rights men, and he warned them that 
if civil war is inaugurated it will be dono by them 
at their peril. On them will rest the responsi 
bility. We intend to abide by and sustain the 
Constitution of the United States. 

Senator Andrews, iu support of the request to 
he discharged, made a noble argument in favor of 
tbe loyalty of Kentucky and oliedieDce to the 
majesty of tbe law. He did not believe any ne- 
cessity exists or will exist for Kentucky to build 
forts, especially when she preserves loyalty and 
neutrality. lie was more hopeful than others for 
the preservation of the peace of the State, ard he 
believed the only way to arrest war was for Ken- 
tucky to remain as she is, honorably and honestly 
loyal and neutral. He regretted that the national 
difficulties were upon the country, and, had be 
tbe power to direct affairs, he would prefer to 
have the Confederate StaDs allowed to try their 
experiment of self-government, or else to have a 
National Convention to attempt a peaceful set 
tleraeut. He thought this, however, had no ref- 
erence to the position the State now should oc- 
cupy, and if all were like him, peace would be 
preserved and the honor of the State maintained. 
How could the honor of Kentucky be compro- 
mised if peace is preserved? He knew no casu- 
istry which could answer this question, but if 
Kentucky must assert her honor he would adopt 
any necessary course, whatever might be its in- 
fluence upon himself or those near and dear to 
him. 1 only heard the close of the venerable 
Senator’s glowing remarks, which reflected all 
the zeal of youth, the chivalry of maturity, and 
the well balanced conserve ism of the experienced 
states man. 

Senator Rousseau felt that any Government 
fit to live under was entitled to the loyal support 
of every true citizen, an£ as long as the Govern- 
ment was administered within its constitutional 
limits, he was for it, no matter who administers 
it, and no power could swerve him from hft posi- 
tion. He did not fee how any loyal man could 
resist his Government or stand calmly by and 
see others pull it down. This Union is not dis- 
solved — it cannot be dissolved, for the people will 
assert their power over the politicians. The po 
sition of Kentucky was untrue to herself; in his 
heart be could not approve it; for she should 
stand true beyond a doubt to that Government, 
from which she nevor had a wrong, but on the 
contrary had received unnumbered blessings and 
benefits. Much was said of the proceedings at 
Cairo, but we hear nothing here of the stoppage 
of our boats down tne Mississippi River to be 
rounded to and searched at all hours of the day 
and night. He referred to the Governor’s procla 
mation and declared that while we were in the 
Union we should maintain all our duties to it. 
Where are the usurpations, where are the wrongs, 
that make Lincoln a perjured tyrant? He was 
tired and sick of all this talk of wrong and 
irritation. South Carolina was irritated because 
Major Anderson was in Fort Sumpter, and she 
tried for forty-eight hours to kill our brother 
Kentuckian, to shoot bis brains out and burn him 
up, and now she says to Kentucky, I tried to kill 
^rour brother, don’t you love me for it and won’t 
you help me to pull down ycur Government? 
We have been haunted by this beast of danger 
which we now find is but the ghost of secession. 
He could tell genilemen that Kentucky would not 
go out of the Union as other States had — if she 
did go, she would go out in blood. He could not 
be dragged out, he must be taken out by lawful 
means or be taken out dead. The duty of Ken- 
tucky was to protect the Federal Government 
until the sufferings under that Government were 
too grievous to borne The Senator sp< ke until 
the time for the orders of the day when they 
were suspended, on motion of Senator Johnson, 
to enable him to proceed. He said revolution 
was the only remedy, and yet the revo- 
lutionists among us are in a minority 
and claim to dictate terms to the 
majority who are loyal to the Union. He depri 
cated the efforts tosectionalize this controversy and 
inflame the Southern mind by unfounded charges 
of aggressions and usurpation. These appeals to 
prejudice affect neither our interests nor honor, 
and be wanted some reason, some substantial rea 
son why the government should be destroyed. 
He wanted peace, and to secure it bo was willing 
t) adopt neutrality, though he did not believe it 
was the position which Kentucky ought to occu- 
py. The Governor proclaims neutrality and ob- 
jects to the passage of federal forces over our soil, 
and yet be has permitted forces to be raised on 
thut soil, and to march ( 'ver it and out of our 
boundaries to attack the federal government— our 
government, to the support of which Senators are 
pledged by solemn oath. If we are to have neu- 
trality let us not have this one sided neutrality 
which aids the enemies of the United States gov- 
ernment and would throw all kinds of impedi- 
ments in the way of its loyal supporters.

A Union Bouquet. — W e received yesterday, 
from an unknown lady, a glorious bouquet, pre 
Bented to us as the champion of the Union. It 
was truly a most superb gift, magnificent in size, 
consisting of hundreds of all the richest and rarest 
flowers that spring in gardens or are nurtured in 
conservatories, the whole arranged with wonderous 
taste and adorned with streaming ribbons of red, 
white, and blue. 

It was such a tribute as a crowned and sceptered 
'queen might have graciously offered to her fa- 
vorite warrior when be bad won a great battle 
for Liberty. 

Thk Meeting at the Court-house. — T he 
announcement that the Hon. Robert Mallory 
would address the citizens of Louisville drew to- 
gether a large and eager audience at the City 
Hall last evening. The occasion was an interest- 
ing one to the lovers of the Union, as the ?p«aker 
had mingled in the oxciting contests of the recent 
Besson of Congress, and has submitted his claims 
to the people for a re-election. Mr. Mallory is 
ever plain, though forcible in the annuncia- 
tion of his fixed principles, and none 
who heard him last evening can doubt hi* 
lidelity to the Union or bis loyalty to the Com- 
monwealth. The storm of applause which marked 
the conclusion of his address, and the frequent 
demonstrations of sympathy which were made at 
intervals during the hour he claimed the atten 
tion of his audience, were most convincing proof 
that he enjoyed the approbation of ibe public 
heart. The Hon. William F. Bullock 

being present, was called upon the stand after Mr. 
Mallory bad concluded, and, in a response, enter- 
tained the audience until the hour of adjourt • 
ment in an address which was characterized by 
even more than his usual vigor, force, and elo- 
quence. To Judge Bullock the Union is a pro- 
lific theme, and no statesman of our time is more 
devoted to the cause, and there are few who can 
bring to its support equal power of argument or 
like force of eloquence. The happy influence of 
the two addresses of last evening will be felt 
hereafter. 

Woo dl awn Course — Fourth Day . — For the 
first time this season the favorite nag has won 
and the ‘iielders’ have succumbed. In the pools, 
before the race, Lucy Fowler was the favorite, 
but after the lirst heat her backers hedged con- 
siderably.

At 
the quarter-post, which was run in 26%, they 
divided, Hunter taking the lead and retaining it 
without much trouble to the string, winning by 
two lengths in 1:46%. Clay did not play for the 
heat, and only passed the distance stand, the flag 
striking across his back. 

In the second heat, Lucy Fowler took the lead 
and kept it through *the heat, running the half- 
mile in 51%, and winning the beat in 1:47% — 
Clay, in this heat, picking up and coming in 
second. 

In the third, Lucy again took the lead, being a 
length ahead, and came home an easy winner, by 
two lengths, in 1:49%.

The Embargo at Memphis. — I t has already 
been announced that the steamers Sovereign, 
Prince of Wales, and John Walsh have been im- 
pressed by Gen. Pillow and his forces at Memphis. 
Passengers by the steamer Prince of Wales ar- 
rived in this city by railroad yesterday, and gave 
a gloomy account of affairs at Memphis. The 
John Walsh, from New Orleans for St. Louis, had 
a large number of German emigrants on board, 
who were forced to disembark at Memphis. We 
are informed that at Humboldt, Tenn., two coal- 
boat pilots who expressed Union sentiments, were 
set upon by the mob and forced to betake them- 
selves to the woods, the mob giving chase and 
firing upon them. It is said that no more boats 
will be permitted to pass Memphis in this direc- 
tion. 

The Tobacco Sales. — W e staled a few days 
ago that the sales of tobacco at the warehouses 
on the Cumberland River and elsewhere in Ken- 
tucky, outside of Louisville, had been discontin- 
ued. The attention of planters, therefore, will 
be directed exclusively to the market in this city. 
There is still a good demand here, and the figures 
at which the daily sales are made indicate that 
tobacco has not yielded under the influences 
which have affected the other leading products cf 
our Commonwealth. The sales yesterday sum- 
med up about 100 hogsheads, at rates equal to the 
prices obtained at a corresponding period last 
year. 

Flag-Raising at Portland. — T here will be 
a flag raising at Portland at five o’clock this 
afternoon, to which the public are invited. There 
will be speaking and music, both vocal and instru- 
mental. We have seen the beautiful ensign, 
which was made up by thirty ladies of Portland, 
whose gentle hearts beat loyally for the Union. 

Prohibition of Southern Shipments.— A 
despatch was received in this city yesterday by 
Messrs. D. S. Benedict & Son containing the. an- 
nouncement that all further shipments to the 
Southern Confederacy bad been officially prohib- 
ited by Secretary Chase. 



RIVER AND STEAMBOAT NEWS. 

The river is rising very slowly at this point, 
with eight feet large in the canal. TJ.e weather 
was clear, cool, and pleasant yesterday. 

At Pittsburg at noon yesterday the river was 
falling, with eight feet water in the channel. 

At Cincinnati at noon yesterday the river had 
risen seventeen inches during the previous twen- 
ty-four hours. 

At Nashville on Tuesday the Cumberland was 
about stationary, with eight feet on the shoals. 

We give elsewhere some interesting details of 
the explosion on the steamer Kentucky, and the 
confiscation of boats at Memphis. 

The steamer Louisville will leave for New Or- 
leans on Wednesday next, the 29th, if the author- 
ities at Memphis should permit her to return to 
this port, which we think extremely doubtful. 

The W. I. Maclay, from Pittsburg for St. 
Louis, passed down yesterday. 

The Grey Eagle departed for Henderson with a 
large number of passengers. 

The splendid steamer Superior is the mailboat 
for Cincinnati at noon to-day. 

Major Bart. C. Leiper and Lieutenant Sam. 
Bar, Jrr. have each been presented with band 
some swords by the boatmen of Cincinnati. An 
elegant horse will be presented to Major Leiper, 
by his boating comrades, in a few days. 

Captain Win. I. Kountz, formerly of the steam- 
er City of Memphis, has sold his boat, and, we 
hear, tendered his services to the Government, 
and is doubtless accepted ere this. He has always 
been a staunch Union man.

Judge Monroe of this 
city informed us in writing that Capt. Lauder- 
dale made to him the declaration in question, 
and we had a right to consider this sufficent 
evidence that Capt. L. did make it. If Mr. 
Pennebaker never puts forth statements except 
upon better authority than that, ho is more 
careful than most folks. We don’t accept his 
rebuke. 

Mr. Pennebaker claims to have been “much 
pained” at what he calls our “late insinuations 
as to the loyalty of the State Guard.” We 
have made no “ insinuations we have simply 
stated facts — facts that we felt it our duty to 
state, no matter who might be “much pained.” 
We don’t suppose that those young gentlemen 
of the Guard who are secessionists wish the 
fact concealed. No doubt they glory in it: 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Frankfort, May 22, 1861. 

In your paper of this morning I find the follow- 
ing paragraph: 

An Explanation Demanded. — We find the 
following in the Courier of yesterday: 

“The Magoffin Guards, Capt. John A. Lauder- 
dale, of Fulton county, Ky., have been mustered 
into the Tennessee service.” 

Captain Lauderdale was in this city a few 
weeks ago, and he then stated explicitly that he 
had received arms for his company from Gover- 
nor Magoffin, though he said at the same 
time that his company had never been mustered 
into the State Guard. Now what authority had 
the Governor to let out those arm?? Were they 
granted to a company for the Southern Confede- 
racy? If not, have they been returned? Will 
the Louisville organ or the Frankfort organ of his 
Excellency answer? 

As soon as I road this I proceeded to the offices 
of the Adjutant General and Quarter Master 
General for the purpose of learning the tnuh or 
falsity of th.s charge. Capt. John A. Lauder- 
dale’s Company, of Fulton countv, has not been 
mustered into the State Guard; he has received 
no guns or munitions of war of any kind from 
the State. 1 am assured by both Adjutant Gen- 
eral Brown and Quarter Master General West 
f hut this is true. It is dangerous to give so much 
importance to the idle rumors of the day, con- 
sidering the excited condition of the public mind, 
when so little trouble will enable you to learn the 
truth on all such matters. You can at any time 
he correctly informed on all ma'ters of that sort 
by addressing a note to either of the officers al- 
luded to in this; they are gentlemen upon whese 
statements you may implicitly rely. As to 
whether this company has been mustered into the 
Tennessee service I am not advised, and have no 
other means of information than the paragraph 
from the Louisville Courier, as published by you. 

I have been much pained at your recent insinu- 
ations as to the loyalty of the S r ate Guard. 1 
have always had and still have confidence that 
the Guard will inflexibly abide by the laws of the 
State, and will, unless the confidence and support 

the State shall be entirely withdrawn from it, 
keep the peace within our borders at all hazards.

GREAT MEETING OF THE PEOPLE AT 
ELIZABETHTON, TENN. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Gentlemen: Wednerday, the loth day of May, 
1861, will long be remembered by the patriotic 
citizens of Carter county, Tennessee, for, on that 
day, one of the largest collections of the people 
of that county assembled at Elizahethton that 
was ever known to mingle together on any pre- 
vious occasion. The speakers who were present 
on the occasion, and severallv addressed the large 
multitude, were Hon. Andrew Johnson, Hon. 
Thos. A. R. Nelson, and Hon. Nathaniel G. Tay- 
lor. At an early hour, the people commenced 
marching into town in large numbers from all 
parts of the county, until the whole public thor- 
oughfare in front of the court-house was densely 
occupied by one solid mass of human beings. 
Between nine and ten o’clock, a large military 
procession was formed, in which quite a number 
of ladies joined, for the purpose of marching out 
of town to meet Gov. Johnson and Mr. Nelson, 
in which procession there were several old sol- 
diers who had served in some of the campaigns 
of the glorious and patriotic hero of New Orleans, 
hearing aloft the flag of our once happy country, 
whose stars and stripes waved most gracefully 
upon the wings of the passing breeze, and glit- 
tered amidst the brilliant showers of sunbeams 
that were fulling profusely around them, which 
was really pleasant to the eye of the beholder, 
and cheering to the heart of the patriot. Gov. 
Johnson and Mr. Neiaon were escorted into town 
preceded by a hand of music, and followed hv 
the long procession who had met them a short 
distance from town, and greeted them with 
enthusiastic cheers of applause. Just before 
they entered the town, the deep-mouthed cannon 
was made to bellow forth its thundering intona- 
tions, which echoed and re-echoed among the 
surrounding mountains, until its clamorous voice 
was hushed to rest in the airy distance; and after 
their arrival, a salute was fired from some three 
or four hundred guns, which imparted to the 
scene an aspect of military hilarity. On last 
Saturday, a number of our citizens of both town 
and count rv erected a large pole, nearly one hun- 
dred feet in height, on the public square, and 
floated from the top of the same a large and 
beautiful flag decorated with the stars and 
strtpes; and near this pole, and immediately under 
this flag, a stand was erected for the accommoda- 
tion of the speakers. Immediately after their 
arrival, after the presentation of some Union 
badges to Messrs. Johnson and Nelson, which cere- 
mony was conducted by a coterie of the ladies 
of Elizahethton, whose fair hands had constructed 
them in a most tasteful and elegant manner, and 
their reception acknowledged by a few eloquent 
remarks from each gentleman, they repaired to 
the stand which had heen prepared for them, 
whilst the great mass of the people gathered 
around to catch every word that might fall from 
their lips. 

Mr. Nelson addressed the people first, in an 
eloquent and soul-stirring speech, which occupied 
some two hours. He spoke most eloquently and 
feelingly in regard to the present calamitous con- 
dition of our national affairs, and pictured out in 
his peculiarly able and demonstrative manner 
the prosperity and happiness of our once unex- 
ampled country, and contrasted it with the pres- 
ent dark and dismal state of affairs which now 
predominates in the land. He spoke in thunder 
toner about the diabolical acts which have heen 
passed in the secret caucus recently held at 
Nashville by a body of men called together 
at the bidding of Kintj Harris , who, in fact, 
whilst most unfortunately for the people of Ten- 
nessee, he was only elected as Governor, with all 
the legal and constitutional restrictions thrown 
abound that office, seems to have taken upon him- 
self the responsibility of assuming the character- 
istics of a proud Dictator or King , and bids de- 
fiance to all constitutional restraints. The acts 
and doings of that infamous Legislature will, 
sooner or later, receive the condemnation of the 
people of Tennessee which they so richly de- 
serve. Mr. Nelson told the people that they 
had been passed over, body and soul, to Jeff Davis 
and his Cotton Confederacy. He spoke in most 
withering terms of rebuke in regard fb King 
Harris and his vile myrmidons in their late se- 
cret counsels at Nashville, and his eloquent ad- 
dress throughout was received with the most 
vociferous outbursts of applause by the vast as- 
semblage vrho listened to him with the most in- 
tense anxiety. 

Gov. Johnson followed Mr. Nelson in a master- 
ly speech, which must have occupied some three 
hours or more in its delivery. He commenced at 
the beginning of this Southern exasperated state 
of feeling and traced it on up to the present day. 
He showed most conclusively that the whole af- 
fair was conceived in sin and wickedness, and 
nurtured and brought forth in Iniquity. He told 
the people that the first secession movement that 
there is any account given of took place in the 
Garden of Eden, where the serpent beguiled our 
fore- parents and made them eat of the forbidden 
fruit, after which they seceded and retired from 
all the enjoyments which had been placed before 
them in Paradise. He said that Judas, after he had 
betrayed our Saviour for the thirty pieces of sil- 
er, also seceded, and immediately pnt an end to 
his existence. He showed most plainly that no 
State, under the National Constitution, had 
any authority whatever to secede from the Gen- 
eral Government, which had heen erected and 
sanctioned by all the States. I cannot give you 
in this communication any idea of all the posi- 
tions which Governor Johnson assumed to 
prove the utter absurdity of the whole secession 
movement by some of the Southern States, by 
means of which they wish to build up the Cotton 
Confederacy. I will just remark that I have 
beard Gov. Johnson on other occasions, and havo 
always looked upon him as a most powerful and 
convincing popular speaker; but really I think 
that his speech in this place on Wednesday last 
entirely surpassed any effort of his giant mind 
that I have ever had the good pleasure to hear 
him make. Indeed, his powers of logic and an- 
alytic argumentation on the occasion referred to 
were perfectly irresistible to all save those “who 
love darkness rather than light, because their 
deeds are evil.” How any reasonable and think- 
ing man can listen to Gov. Johnson s eloquent 
declaration against the miserable chimera of se- 
cession, and the dangerous and monstrous opin- 
ions advanced by its votaries, and not be fully 
convinced of its utter recklessness and vile turpi- 
tude, is altogether past my comprehension. And 
I do believe, that, if Governor Johnson could make 
the same speech in the middle and western por- 
tions of this State that he made here on Wednes- 
day, the people of Tennessee would vote 
down the infamous secession ordinanc > which has 
boen passed by Harris and his secret midnight 
conclave by at least seventy- five thousand ma- 
jority. But in Middle and West Tennessee the 
vile disunionisU have managed to get up a reign 
of terror in order to stifle investigation and to de- 
ter the people from discovering their base and 
unhallowed designs. In Kast Tennessee. I can 
assure you, it is altogether different, with the ex- 
ception of some towns immediately on the liue of 
railroad leading from Chattanooga to Bristol. In 
some towns along this railroad the excitement is 
continually being blown into a fl ime by the 
wretched lies, cafried forward with electric speed 
on the telegraph wire, and by seeing the hired 
soldiery of Jeff' Davis and his coadjutors, in full 
uniform, with their guns and bayonets, with their 
cocked bats and shining epaulets, huddled together 
in the cars like cattle for the slaughter- pen, hast- 
ening on with almost lightning velocity, in all 
their “pride, pomp, and circumstance,” to the 
theater of the unholy and despicable war which 
was inaugurated by the political hotspurs and 
desperadoes of South Carolina, and transferred by 
them to the so 1 of Virginia, by virtue of the bill 
of sale which was given of the State of Virginia 
and her people to South Carolina, by that arcb- 
disunionist, Roger A. Pryor, who, in his philipic 
at Charleston, urged on the bombardment of Fort 
Sumpter, assuring the rebels of Charleston that 
such a movement on their part would cause Vir- 
ginia immediately to secede from the Union. But 
when we get off this line of railroad in 'Tennes- 
see, we find a different aspect of affairs. The 
people, not bearing the curses of Jeff Davis's 
drunken soldiery against the American Union, 
are not kept in constant excitement, and I assure 
you that East Tennessee will vote down King 
Harris's secession ordinance by a majority of from 
twenty to twenty-five thousand votes. There ii 
a decided reaction going on now in Tennessee, 
since the people have learned the terrible stab 
which has heen aimed at their liberties by Har- 
ris and his cohorts in infamy, and I sincerely in- 
dulge the hope that a majority will he rolled up 
by the people on the 8! h day of J une next that will 
convince Harris and his slavish minions that the 
freemen of Tenne^ee are not yet willing to see a 
military despot installed, to trample out the list 
spark of freedom and public liberty, which they 
now esteem as a possession of priceless value. 

When Governor Jobnsou concluded his speech, 
Mr. N. G. Taylor arose, and for a short time en- 
tranced the listening and attentive audience with 
the bright and beautiful flowers of h.s rhetoric. 
As the evening was far advanced, and the mag- 
l.ficent glories of a bright and lovely sun set 
were already painted on the horizon's verge of 
the Western sky, Mr. Taylor made but few re- 
marks; but. few as they were, they were kindled 
and illuminated throughout with the real fire of 
patriotic eloquence. Indeed, I very much doubt 
if any of the great conflicts of mind against mind 
which occurred in th? Roman Senate Chamber, 
when Cesar commenced trampling and crushing 
down the liberties of the people, could surpass the 
sublimities of Mr. Taylor’s oratory on this occa- 
sion. When he pointed np to the stars and stripes 
which were floating majestically above him, and 
referred to his patriotic grandfather, who fought 
in the war of the Revolution beneath the honored 
folds of that fla^, and whose ushes now reposed 
within lees than four miles of the spot where be 
was standing, in the dark and silent tomb, his 



auditors seemed to be entirely enraptured with 
the strains of his el< quence, and the silent tear 
was seen coursing down the cheek of manhood, 
who, albeit, were “uBused to the melting mood, 
as well as npon the cheek of the softer sex. He 
said thai he did not wish to live when that flag 
was desecrated and dishonored and trampled in 
the dust; when that was gone, the liberties of the 
people would soon he crushed beneath the tyrant 
hael of despotism, and he did not wish to survive 
when liberty was gone and his country blotted 
out from existence. The most exultant applause 
arose from the audience when Mr. Taylor con- 
cluded his remarks, and the great mass of the 
people retired quietly to their homes with newly 
inspired hopes for returning peace to oar dis- 
tracted country. 

In conclusion, I must say that I liave never 
seen such perfect order in so large an assemblage 
as was observed threughont the whole day of 
Wednesday last. That the old ship of State may 
outride the storm, outlive the robbers and pirates 
that are now endeavoring to sink her l>eneath the 
wavea, is the sincere wish of VERITAS.

Resumption ok Specie Payments in Penn- 
sylvania. — The supplement to the act for the 
equaliz ition of the currency of the State, which 
passed both bouses of the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture, provides that the banks of the Common- 
wealth are required to receive at par the notes of 
other solvent banks in payment of debt 4, until 
the second Tuesday of February; and also to pay 
out 6uch notes, and the collectors of all moneys of 
the Commonwealth are required to receive said 
notes. On failure of any hanks, its charter is to 
he forfeited; also any hank or corporation who has 
within a year suspended specie payment or re- 
fused to redoem its notes. That the several 
hanks of the Commonwealth shall he required to 
redeem in specie, or its equivalent, so much of 
their circulation as may he in the hands of the 
State treasurer, and may he necessary to pay the 
August interest. 

Arrest of a United States Officer. — Mr. 
Edward L. Handy, an officer in the United States 
navy, was arrested in Richmond on Friday, by 
order of the military authorities, and taken before 
the Mayor as a person inimical to the rights of 
Virginia. The party is connected by ties of mar- 
riage with persons in Richmond, and, it is said, 
went there to see them. Rumor ascribes to him 
the performance of considerable work in getting 
posted on Southern affairs, &c. Lieut. Handy 
seems to have acted fairly, having reported him- 
self to the Governor on his arrival, and was 
armed with a travelling pass by the Secretary of 
State. The prisoner was permitted to give bis 
parole of honor to appear on Suturday last for 
examination. 

Recruiting for Major Anderson’s Ken- 
tucky Brigade — Captain J. E. Stacey and 
Lieutenant W. H. Taylor, of tly Second Ken- 
tucky Regiment, says the Cleveland Herald, 
have arrived at that place to recruit for their 
regiment, which is to he under command of Maj< r 
Anderson, of Fort Sumter fame. The men re- 
cruited will not be called to service longer than 
three months, hut will have an opportunity to go 
for three years if they wish. All expenses of re- 
cruits are paid from fhe time of enlisting.

Lake Steamers Sold to tiik Uncted States 
Government. — The Niagara Gazette says that 
the steamer New Y’ork and Northerner, of the old 
Express Line on Lake Antario, liave been sold < r 
leased to the Government, and will go to New 
York via the St. l^awrence. They are to go ov*r 
the rapids and will never return, as they are tco 
long to go through the canal. 

Explosion on the Steamer Kentuckt. — 
Great Ljss of Life . — We have already announced 
that there bad been an explosion on the Memphis 
and Vicksburg packet Kentucky. The accident 
occurred about half-past 4 o'clock, on Sunday 
morning, opjxwite Columbia, Ark. She exploded 
her mud-receiver, it appears. A Memphis ex- 
change of Tuesday furnishes the following sad 
details: 

The explosion was upward, and the cabin fioor 
over the boilers was ripped up by the force of the 
steam and water for a distance of forty feet, and 
from three to nine feet wide, while the fire-bricks 
were hurled into the abin. The boat had just 
rounded out from Columbia, and Capt. Lee. who' 
was in his room at the time of the explosion, 
having just retired, was soon on deck, hut not 
before he hud inhaled the steam, from which he 
complained considerably when our informant 
left, but without any serious apprehensions of 
its proving fatal. The third clerk, Mr. Rice, and 
the mail agent, Mr. A* M. Stoddart, being up 
at the time, wore on the forward deck, and es- 
caped unhurt. The surviving officers of the 
Kentucky and Dr. Talbot, himself badlv scalded 
about the feet, as well as the resident physicians 
and theci'izens of Columbia, rendered all the 
relief in their power to the unfortunate victims 
of the catastrophe. About an hour after the ac- 
cident Dr. Talbot procured the services of a hay 
boat, which dropped alongside of the Kentucky, 
and Ber jimin Little and brother, S. J. Kddings, 
Thomas 8. Redd, M. Daily, and James Able were 
placed aboard, and, in charge of Dr. Talbot, con- 
veyed to Greenville, where it was confidently 
expected they would receive every possible at- 
tention. About 9 o’clock A. M of the same 
morning, the steamer Prince of Wales, Captain 
Lodwick, came by, taking on board all who de- 
sired to come up the river, and kindly proffering 
every attention which could l>e given the suffer- 
ers, making considerable sacrifice of time in the 
delivery of the sufferers at their respective desti- 
nations, for which all pecuniarv recompense was 
generously refused. Two of the wounded were 

f iu* off at this point, of whom there can be but 
ittlo hope. Tne following is a list of the killed 
and wounded:

The Kentucky is only aboat three years old, 
and formerly ran between Louisville and Memphis 
She was purchased by the Vicksburg Packet Com- 
pany about a year eince, and under the command 
of Capt. James Lee, a careful and efficient officer, 
has become very popular in the trade. She blew 
out a drumhead some little time since, by which 
accident one life was lost. The necessary repairs 
were made under the personal supervision or In- 
spector McCord, who pronounced it more safe than 
ever. We understand that the portion of the 
drumhead exploded was only about one-sixteenth 
of an Inch thick.

Frankfort, May 22, 1861. 

Senate — Mr. Rousseau presented a petition of 
sundrv citizens of I/>uisville, praying for peace, 
neutrality, &c. Referred. 

Mr. Rousseau — Judiciary — A hill to charter the 
Galm’s Head Dispensary of I/misville. Passed. 

Mr. Cissell — same committee — A House hill to 
amend the act to allow the personal representa- 
tives of non-resident decedents to sue in this 
State. Referred to same Committee. 

The resolution of the House fixing on Monday, 
the 20th, for final adjournment, was taken up and 
amended by inserting Friday, the 24th, at 12 
o’clock, M. The resolution was then adopted. 

1 he majority and minority military hills from 
the Military Committee were laid over until to- 
morrow at 12 o’clock. 

The Committee on Military Affairs asked to he 
discharged from a memorial of citizens of Padu- 
cah, praying an appropriation to erect a fort at 
the mouth of the Tennessee river. 

Considerable discussion arose out of the motion 
to discharge — Messrs. Andrews, Whitaker, and 
Romseau advocating it, and Mr. Johnson oppos- 
ing.

a strict neutrality.

Dear Editors: Feeling a good deal of interest 
in the character of the State Guard I have taken 
some pains to enquire into the incideut which oc- 
curred at the parade on the 11th inst , of which 
you received an account well calculated to pro- 
duce uneasiness. The statement made to me by 
a member of the Citizen Guards satisfactorily 
explains the whole affair. The route, or doable- 
quick step, is commonly provocative of merri 
inent The difficulty of its execution and the 
painiul awkwardness of the fat and short mem- 
bers oi the company necessarily induce this feel- 
ing. On the occasion referred to, this sportive 
excitement affected simultaneously the soldiers 
and the accompanying crowd on either side. Some 
shouted for Lincoln, some for John Brown, some 
for J'ff Davis. Some sung the Star Spangled 
Banner, and others Aunt Rhodv. One of the 
soldiers, whom my informant happened to distin 
guish as having shouted for Jeff Davis, is one of 
the strongest Union men in the city. It was all 
a mere outbreak of frolicsome humor. 

From all that I can learn the State Guard is 
about a fair expomnt of the feelings of the entire 
community, of the same age. Unfortunately 
there are a great many young men in whom ex- 
citability and passion are argely in excess of 
their judgment. These, especially when con- 
nected with the families of Southern planters, are 
very warm secessionists, and are fonu of express- 
ing their opinions loudly and strongly. But the 
majority of our young men are loyal to the Union, 
and so my informant thinks that a majority of his 
company are Union men. Let us all have quiet 
and repose for a little while, let opportunity t*e 
given to prove the immeasurable superiority of 
the position which Kentucky has assumed in this 
miserable state of the country — a position which 
is attracting the admiration of "the best men every- 
where, and inducing many of them earnestly to 
desire to come among us, and to be of us — and 
there will soon be aslittle division of sentiment 
among our young men aud bovs as there is new 
among those who have arrived at years of dis- 
cretion, and who have profited by their age.

From what he observed he 
believes it is the intention to attempt to transfer 
the battle ground to Pennsylvania, mo ring from 
Harper's Ferry, which is strongly fortified on all 
sides. 

Mr. Bailey, member elect from the Worcester, 
Massachusetts, district, has arrived from Enter- 
prise, Florida, where he spent the spring, mostly 
on acc mnt of his health. He came via Savan- 
nah, Nashville, and Louisville. He was advised 
that it was impossible to come through Virginia. 
Having met two men, he hurried back, llis 
party consisted of thirty persons, including six 
Northern schoolmasters. The others were inva- 
lids and two army lieutenants. The latter were 
threatened by a Savannah mob, who were appeas- 
ed by a West Point class-mate, a lieutenant in 
the Confederate army, and a formal arrest was 
made by the Mayor, who advised their immediate 
departure. 

At Atlanta Mr. Bailey’s baggage was searched 
by a committee of the crowd. Especial attention 
was paid to the schoolmasters by the troops, af- 
ter ward the party divided. No* passes were re- 
quired. He had no trouble in Florida or on the 
journey. His invalid condition was his protec- 
tion. Mr. Bailey reports soldiers everywhere in 
motion towards V irginia, well disciplined, armed, 
and equipped. At Chattanooga, Tenn!, there 
wore from 2,000 to 3000. He beard no Union 
talk till he reached Kentucky. 

Mr. Walbridge has been recalled here to give 
important topographical information. He spent 
much lime in the Carolines, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, aud Virginia, and is familiar with the coun- 
try. His information relating to the interior 
indicates that the operations of the campaign are 
not confined to the seaboard. 

Governor Letcher has issued a proclamation re- 
questing the soldiers to vote to morrow in order 
to carry the secession ratification beyond all ques- 
tion.

It will l>e seen that the united forces of both 
Governments are pledged to the maintenance of 
the peace of the State and the defence of the 
rights and property of all persons without distinc- 
tion of party. 

This pledge, which both parties are fully au- 
thorized and empowered to give by the govern- 
ments which they represent, will be, by both, 
most rigorously and sacredly kept, und it neces- 
sary to put down evil disposed persons the milita- 
ry power of the governments will be called out to 
enforce the terms of the honorable and amicable 
agreement which has been made 

I therefore call upon all persons in this State to 
observe good order and respect the rights of their 
fellow-citizens, giving them the assurance of pro- 
tection and security in the most ample manner.

They de 
plore the efforts of those, without und within her 
borders, who would by violence or fraud drive or 
drag Kentucky out of the Union and the under- 
signed pledge themselves to stand by und vindi 
cate by all mean-* ia their power the present 
position of Kentucky, until a dearie and fairl . 
ascertained majority of her people shall declare 
their unwillingness longer to remain in the 
Union. 

Mr. Foley, who is at the head of the Uncondi- 
tional Union Oigaidzation, required each inein- 
ber to lake an oath “to .“Ufp’rL the Constitution 
of the United State- and tho Comm<>nwe.rith of 
Kentucky s<> long a- she i-> loyal to the Consri 
luiion;” and those refusing to take the oath were 
not admitted, and only to such have any of the 
arms been given.

The Governments of 
Austria, Prussia, ar.d Russia have already ex- 
pressed, through their representatives here, sym- 
pathy witli the North, and indis(>osition to recog- 
nize the Southern Confederacy. 

As to England and France, the Secretary of 
State is confident that, no matter w hat English 
ministerial conclusions may be, the sympathy of 
the English Parliament and people will be with 
the loyal States. 

The Mexican Government lias been informed 
ere this by Minister Corwin that it is the inten 
tion of the United States Government to carry- 
out the Monroe doctrine to the letter, and protect 
our sister Republic against aggression from any 
foreign power. 

Spain has been notified that tho United States 
will not, under any circumstances, allow her 
usurpation in St. Domingo.'

Balls, Shells, and Bombs— How they are 
Made — Troy, N. )'., May 8. — The Watervliet 
arsenal, situated at West i'roy, is, as you doubt- 
less know, the largest arsenal for the construction 
and fabrication of military implements, oiber 
than small arm* and cannon, in the country; and 
a visit to its woikshops at the present rime pow- 
erfully impresses one with the strength aid re- 
sources of our Government. Everything i* at 

K resr-nt on a war footing, and from three to four 
undred hands directly, and as many more imii- 
lectly, in toe neighboring foundries, aie kept 
busy night ami day. A large number cf hands 
are engaged in the preparation of ammunition; 
sixty thousand ball car :r dges are made daily; 
most of these are intended t«»r the Minnie r.tio. 
but large numl^rs of the old fashioned round ball 
cartridges are aUo manufactured. The rapiditv 
with which a cartridge is made i9 wonderful. A 
boy sits at a counter with a cy lindrical stick— a 
pile of greased balls and one of prep* red paper 
before him — a simple r 11 of the paper and stick — 
a jerk and twist at one end — a t wist pf a string, 
and the cartridge i** ready for tilling in Ush time 
than it takes to read this dei-criptiou. They an 
then taken into another room, placed opep end 
up in sh» I low boxes, and a man by me ins of u 
simple instrument hits them wiih «n equal ard 
specific amount of powder, at the rate of thirty a 
minute. A twist at the open end, and the cart 
ridge is complete. The manufacture goes on so 
fast that it requires nearly a dozen men and oys 
to j*ack, box, and remove the finished car ridges 
In another ap.irtinent a number of men and girls 
are employed in the manufacture of cannon cart- 
ridges of ail sizes, from the mightiest colun.bi.nl 
down to a six-pounder. The material of which 
they are made is a kind of woollen goods (moreen) 
imported from England especially for the purpose 
Thousands of yards of this material were in the 
process of being cut up and manufactured. Can- 
non cartridges are not filled here, but at the place 
where they are intended to be used. In still an- 
other department, grape, canister, and straped 
ammunition are m course of preparation, while 
huge cart loads of hotnbsbells and spherical shot 
are hourly arriving from the neighboring foun- 
dries. The grape shot are larger than I supposed, 
and might more properly !»e called peach shot 
than grape shot. Some six or more of these are 
packed in a sort of wire corkscrew arrangement, 
and fitted into a tin case, and when thus finished 
have much the appearance of jars of preserved 
meats or fruit. 

The manufacture of bom I -shells is also a matte r 
of much interest. The preparation of those I 
witnessed is briefly as follows: The shell is first 
tilled full with old-fashioned round leaden bullets; 
melted sulphur is then poured in to fill up the in- 
terstices and bind the bullets in one solid mssr; 
the shell is then put into a kind of lathe, ard a 
cylindrical hole of the exact size of the orifice of 
the shell is bored through the bullets and sulphur; 
this cavity is filled with powder, even with the 
interior edge of the orifice, a six inch shell of the 
kind here described holding about half a pound; 
the fute fitted into the orifice is a recent Belgian 
invention made of pewter, and resembles the 
screw-cap u.-ed for the patent fruit can9. An ex- 
amination of this pewter cap shows, however, 
that it is made of two hollow discs of metal screw- 
ed together and filled with meal powder; a num- 
ber of fine holes are drilled in the lower disc, 
while the outer disc is entire, and marked with 
uguree in a circle, 1, 2. 6, 4. in this state the 
shell ia water and weather proof. When taken 
for use, the gunner by meane ot a small steel in- 
strument Moopc out a portion ot the outer soft 
metal surface, and lays bare the charge of com- 
porition powder below it. If the shell is desired 
to explode in one second after leaving the gun, 
the scooping is made on the figure one; if in two 
seconds on the figure two, and so on; the idea 
being that the shells of this description shall first 
6trike the object aimed at and do execution as a 
ball, and then explode, fending the bullets »r- 
ward as if from another cannon located at the 
point where the flight of the shell 10 
Urge shells oi eight or ten inches are filled with 
powder only, and bursting do execution by means 
iff their fragments. These large shells are gen- 
erally fired by means of a fuse of meal powder 
extending through a brass plug screwed into the 
mouth of the shell; tn both cases the fuse is tired 
by ignition of the charge iu tho gun.

Infamumc Nom knclatubk. — W hat shall w« 
name the i *h}? This is the important question 
that interferes with papa'* study of bis n* wupaper. 
Long before the baby's birth, the baby’s mother, 
whose privilege is now a- days to name the babv 
ponders over that iH'int of future career. Ara 
ve>v wisely — for before a body can have a career 
it must 1>« di«' inguished fn in other Indies by a 
rams Mamma however, has not always e 1 joyed 
the right of naming the babv. This rffice, with 
other rights, is the gift of lime to her — it has 
grown into favor with papa’s right to read the 
newspaper. 

Am *ng »h- 0 ientals. the Hindoos prescribed 
that the father alone should solemnly name * 
child, and then only male chi'dren A Greek in 
eld times had but one name, generally the name 
of his grandfather; he received this at the hands 
of his father. Homan children were named in 
like manner. With the Homan people, however, 
there arose a fashion for several names, one that 
grew out of family prid-, civic honors, and the 
privilege of Roman citizenship Family names 
eeein to have originated with the K »man«, indi- 
cating among other things, woman's social it nu- 
ence in the mingling of the maternal family name 
with that of the : eternal branch. 

But a study of surnames historically is of little 
import to the question. What shall we name the 
baby? Let us *•« how this question is generally 
answered In Puli ud, after the introduc'ion of 
Christianity, all the men were biptiz**d Peter or 
Paul, and all the women Margaret or Catharine. 
The Italians seem to take few church names, 
although the country is (or was. we suppose we 
ought to say) the seat of Church Government. 
Roman history and mythological sources are more 
frequency re orfod to by the Italians. Hercubs, 
Oipneus.'and ( *<ar are commoner than Ambrose, 
Au ustin, or any other saintly name on the cal- 
endar. The poe's furnish them the most names, 
such as Taocred, Godfrey. Cforinde, Beatrice, 
and Laura. Englind, whirling round in a hered- 
itary circle, prefers names because they are old 
and* their own. France, the country of ideae, 
selects its names in the world of sentiment. In 
America the baptismal name is. if our observa- 
tion bo extensive enough, an arbitrary one at.u 
the gift of the mother entirely. 

Papa is too busy to attend to such matters. 
The next thought is what influences the mother 
in the bestowal of a bap'ism.tl n»me. Who can 
tell? Should there have boen a maternal ances 
ter on board the Ha a flower or at the battle of 
Bunker Hill, or one who meant to have be^n there, 
the matter is soon diap sed of If these germi- 
nating poin.s of national pride are not in her en- 
dowment. she resort* to her husband's ancestral 
tree. This failing, she recurs to s me rich bach- 
elor uncle or brother y**t living on either side. 
She may, perhaps, be pious, a Catholic, a Protest- 
ant. or. as is apt to be the case here, decidedly 
nrataph’ steal — she then selects for a name that of 
her child’s birthday, one of the Hebrew cnarac- 
lers, or from a li*t of the abstract virtues, as the 
case ro.«y be. If her tastes have been literary 
(which are apt to recode at the approach of chil 
dren) she may. perbap*. preserve a souvenir of a 
favorite character in * romance— especially if her 
husband fall below the sentimental standard; or 
finally she may be prompted by the affec ions, 
and In spita of religious, ancestral, historic, or 
romantic proclivities, think that name the meet 
beautiful which is borne by her child's father and 
her own hubband. 

W ha ever irfluerces prevail with the mother 
as respects the naming of the baby, there is one 
thi ha* not sufficient weigh*, wi'h her — the ar- 
tistic principle of sound. We do not mean to 
•ay that a mother should name her child Appoi- 
lee, Mtchatl Angelo, or Rjffaelle, or a f «r the 

t sinter of the list "sublime portrayal of God’s 
leavens, ” but that with a prescience of h-^r son s 
cultivated tastes she should study the music of 
hii name as a vocal utterance. Children, when 
they grow up, are not inclined to endure mater- 
nal tastes founded, on conceits. Many a man 
who owes hi> baptismal appendage to biblic, pa- 
triotic, or romantic notions, wishes his name was 
left to his own selection. Think of the disc in- 
tented Sauls, Moseses, Levis, Aarons, and Jere- 
miahs; of the non-figbting Alexanders, Welling- 
ton*, and Jack«ons; of the prosaic Thaddmi e e*, 
Rolando*. fritzclarencee, and Franciscos. 

What contrast between the real and the ideal 
a mau * name may suggest! bound is — w© assert 
it dogmatically — the law’ tf naming the baby. 
Ail soria of surnames may be rendered euphonic 
by a proper study cf the gamut of sound*. The 
name Smith, to a musical ear. mav form the root 
of harmonic chord. John Smitfi is like the vi- 
bration of two slack pi >no strings — John Hoefoid 
Smith comes out in tuneful harm my. Mono-yl- 
l.uiic surnames always r»q lire polysyllabic hap- 
tional names. How much more pleasing Inigo 
Jones sounds than John Jones, Luke Jones, or 
Giles Jones. Sometimes monosyllabic given 
name* are effective, such as Max or Paul, but 
rarely. A polysyllabic name may be too long, as 
MakimlHan prefixed to Smith; it would souu 1 
much better if given to Robin on. 

Whatever principles may dictate the gift of a 
name, there is another law we would enforce un- 
der severe penalties: livery child entering this 
world of democratic confusion should bear a mid- 
dle name. Dear reader, if you be a mother and 
hare no» given vour child two name*, correct the 
mistake at once! Dear reader, if you be a rnii.or 
anu nave fui b in our experience, usstm » one im- 
mediately without asking permission of anybody. 
If you don’t, friend minor, when you get to be* a 
m i»r — unless you figure in the army — you will 
find your d tuble without enquiring for him. You 
may perhaps encounter judgment against you in 
courts, and certainly gripping judgmen’B in so- 
ciety, which are not the result of a fair trial of 
vour personal i y. 

It it not worth while to mention the letters 
opened by your nominal counterpirt and returned 
endorsed as not for recipient number one. How 
could he discover that without reading them? 
And then the letters transmit. ing money which 
you never get and never hear of until a twice- 
dunned debtor ‘'blows you up” for di^tu bing 
him a reoud time. Think of somebody sur- 
reptitiously getting possession of your ha rt’s 
sec rot r ! Imagine yourself walking Broadway, 
muj >r, and fancying some bearded man as he 
passes you, greeting you with a confidential 
emile, the import of which “strikes terror 
to your soul!’ Take a dozen names, major, 
in spite of your parents or guardians, and sign 
them all to every letter you write, rather than 
enc >unter such a moral douche as that. 

And now buying philosophized on the name of 
the baby, lord of creation, what shall we say of 
the lady lord? Not much. Ladies are generally 
so anxious to get rid of one name, the only name 
that troubles them is the family name. For the 
baptismal name we can furnish no better hint 
than one set down in Hindoo law, and which no 
modern law can improve, whatever it may do for 
the Hindoo ©ode in other respects. It is su'aitan- 
tiilly this: “Let the name of the woman be one 
that can be spoken easily — mild, sweet, befitting, 
and agreeable; let it terminate with long vowels 
and fall on the ear like the utterance of a bene- 
dict iou .” — The Crayon . 

Thr Thumdrukr ox the Marriage.— T he 
marriage of Her Majesty’s second daughter, the 
PrinC'S* Alice, is an event which will renew' the 
good will which the British people feel toward the 
reigning family. For four and twenty years one 
sovereign has sat on the throne of these king- 
dams-, a generation has grown np which knows 
no other. In that time many dangers, many 
causes of discontent and internal dissension, have 
passed away; and it may be said that there exists 
no government, whether monarchical or republi- 
can, which erj »ys more completely the affection 
of the governed. To put attachment in the throne 
on the ground of p iliiical satisfaction or material 
prosperity may not accord with the notions of 
eome loyalist*; but it is the surest and most per- 
minen' basis which a ruler can hop© for. The 
good will of the F.'iglish people to the reigning 
house, though partly the result of education and 
habit, is certainly in these times chiefly owing to 
the belief that the present sovereign has done her 
beet to fulfill the duties traditional to her station, 
and to advance the interest* of the State 

There is no class in the community which feels 
jealousy or dislike of the Court, and consequently 
the news that a daughter of the Rival House is 
about to be allied with an aucient and resp-ctable 
reigning family, and that the match had been 
formed by the mutual inclinations of the pair, 
will be received with sincere satisfaction. The 
marriage between Prince 1-ouis and the Princess 
Alice will, at any rate, not be one of tho«e uni ms 
arranged ny diplomatist* and confirmed by family 
treaties, in which the persons uio*t nearly inter- 
ested have no voice, and must meet for the first 
time wbeu the d e has been irrevocably cist, and 
they are united for good or evil through life. The 
German Prince and the English Princess have 
become mcru illy attached, aud inarrv a-» persons 
io a private station marry— to furlber their own 
bappinoss. Happily the tirnss are past when 
dynamic alliances were though' necessary to se- 
cure a nation’s greatness, aud Parliament will 
diepi iv its * md will and generosity as much as if 
the Princess'* husband had been chosen by Min- 
ister* of Hta f e for purpo.es of the most subtle 
policy.— Lnnion Times, May A.
